needed. 
Tot tho appropriations commit- 


tf»o Invariably cuts down the estimate 
with tho result that the department runs 
r.bort during tho year and there Is the 
Usual h"Wl of extravagance when the 
call for more money cnmps. 


In some cases the cut downs made by 


the appropriations committee at the first 
of the 'year fcrc positively 
ridiculous.

HOW THEY LIVE 


Talk on Conditions in 


Costa Rica 


At the Centralvlllc- M. E. church last 


evening-, MiBS Grace Enlon. .daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Eaton of 
Myrtle street, told of the conditions 
In Costa Rica at: she found them. 


Miss Baton returned In 
September 


from a six years' stay In Costa Eica, 
where she has been engaged In mis- 
sionary work under the auspices of the 
Central American Mission. The head- 
quarters of the mission are in 
aan 


Jose, which has n population of 05,000, 
but for three years. Miss Eaton work- 
ed in a small town where all spoke 
Spanish, and knew not one word of 
English. 
Miss Eaton heard her moth- 


er-tongue only as travelers 
passed 


through the town and conversed wltn 
her. 
. 
The houses in the country districts 


nre, as a rule, mnde of mud. which 
Is whltcwhased on the outside: thej- 
are but one story high, and have tiled 
or tin roofs. 
Many have but one room. 


In which the family eats, sleeps anil 


r,.ceives company, The natives know 
of frame Houses only as the foreigner 
builds them for his own use. 


The people are a mixture or Spanish, 


Indian and the negro. The chief In- 
dustries are stock-raising, coffee ana 
banana plantations, and there Is much 
valuable timber. The people 
manu- 


facture much pottery for 
their 
own 


Instead of having bread the people 


roll white corn between two stones, 
nnd adding water and salt they make 
the mixture Into flat cakes which they 
put on sheets of iron, and brown be- 
fore a lire. Rice and black beans are 
favorite (oods nnd there are 
oranges, 


iilneapples, dates, bananas and 
other 


tropical fruits. Sugar cane Is raised 
and the natives produce a very fair 
quality of sugar. 
Trains go at the rate o£ ten miles 


:in hour. There are four miles of elec- 
tric railroad In San Jose. 


Liquor is distilled from fruits and 


•grain, and drunkenness prevails in the 
ronntry districts, especially on Satur- 
day and Sunday. One native worker 
was so addicted to drink that he had 
been in jail GO times! and most of his 
offences were from drunkenness. 
He 


was converted, has reformed and is 
doing good work nmonir his country- 
men. 
There are but three theatres In the 


«vorlfl more magnificent than that at 
San Jose. It is built of Italian marble 
and has gold leaf trimmings. 


The women carry 
the 
household 


wash to the river In wooden trays and 
the finishing touches are put upon the 
clothes by pounding on 
the 
rocks. 


Heavy weights are carried upon 
the 


"We're are 1000 full-blooded Indians 
In Costa Rica: they have a king and 
obey the laws of the country only so 
far as their king tells them to do so. 
His nephew will be his successor. 


The work has been very hard, 
the 


people are so degraded. 
They 
have 


been so long bound down that they find 
it difficult to realize that there Is any- 
thing better In store for them: /they 
say, "The religion you tell us about Is 
for the United States; not for us." 
Then there is considerable opposition 
among some classes. On Good Friday 
of last year 2CO persons 
came 
out 


against Miss Knton and her associates, 
nnd when she left the town where the 


meeting was held a volley c- slonei 
was thrown after .them. Miss baton 
was shielded by a Christian colored man 
—a native of Janmi-.'a, who placed him- 
self behind her and said, 
"Jvow you 


run" 
The shower of stones i.itendeu 


for her fell on the negro. Weekly vis- 
its are made at the jails and tracts ore 
distributed; tracts arc allowed- to be 
sent through the country without mull

today, but what this proposition 
Is 


has not been discussed. 
It is believed 


to run somewhat along the same lines as 
the proposition declined, and that it -will 
favor the appointment of the committee 
of live, if sold committee is given pow- 
ers that will enable it to judge accu- 
rately and

dividends and profits made by the 


mills during the past 15 years.

It shows an Increase In 
the cost of living from 1887 to 1!)02 of 
lfl.37 per cent. 
The reports of 
this 


same bureau for the same years show 
an Increase of average earnings from 
$421.00 In 1S97 to $400.73 In 1902; or ot 
9.4 per cent. The reports ot this bu- 
reau Indicate that the cost ot living 
increased more than 60 per cent, more 
than did average wages from 1897 to 
1902. 
Hut, as we shall see later, there 


Is good reason for believing that the 
cost of living Increased even more than 
is Indicated by this report. 


.Several reports on wholesale prices 


have been Issued by the United States 
Bureau of Labor., The last one shown 
that average wholesale prices were 20 
per cent, higher In 1903 than In IMi. 
The absurd methods employed In ob- 
taining these averages render these sta- 
tistics of but little value. The prices 
of such unimportant articles as nut- 
megs, alum, putt., wood screws, trow- 
els and doorknobs affect the averugen 
as much as do the prices of cotton, 
wheat and cattle. There are other ab- 
surdities in llicse government reports 
For Instance, cotton is classified as n. 
"farm product" and wool as "clothing.*

gether with a great pile of debris. 


The Uutton street wall was knocke 


out of plumb and were it not for th 
stout 
support of the Dutton stree 


covered 
exit added 
to the bulldin 


when the wall was rebuilt, this wall, 
too, 
would have fallen. 
The mass 


of bricks also struck the Dutton street 
hydrant 
nnd 
rendered 
It 
useless. 


The members of hose 6 were just lay- 
ing a line of hose up to the rear of the 
building when the crash came. Had 
they been a few minutes earlier thoy 
would have had ladders up against the 
wail and many of them if not tho en- 
lire oompE'-'y would have been killed 
by the tons of debris. The members 
were forced to run -to a place of safe- 
ly when the walls fell and they soon 
realized that they had had a narrow 
.escape. Neur the freight 
car 
which

smashed was another car filled 


with vitriol and by the best of good 
fortune it escaped, though only by a 
few feet, the flames and debris. The

The discovery of the fire and the ex-

entire building was doomed and he 
Immediately ordered a general alarm, 
which brought out all the fire appar- 
atus in the city.

When tlie explosion drove the. wall;

and the firemen were kept a distance 
away from the flnmes by the heat.

As in the case of the last fire the

The fire found its way to the 
roof of the tower and ate in under the 
roof. " No stream of water oould reach 
it and hence it was necessary to raise 
the big Babcock ladder and call for 
volunteers to go up to the roof and cut 
an outlet for the Humes.

HOW THEY LIVE 


Talk on Conditions in 


Costa Rica 


At the Centralvllle JI, E. church last 


evening, Miss Grace Eaton, daughter 
ot Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Eaton ot 
Myrtle street, told of the conditions 
in Costa Rica as sho found them. 
Miss Eaton returned in 
September 


from a. six years' stay in Costa Rica, 
where she has been engaged In mis- 
sionary work under the auspices of the 
Central American Mission. The head- 
quarters of the mission are in 
San 
Jose, which'has a population of 05,000, 
but for three years, Miss Eaton work- 
ed in a email town where all spoke 
Spanish, and knew not one word or 
English. Miss .Eaton heard her moth- 
er-tongue only us travelers 
Pass,™ 
through the town and conversed with 


The houses in the country districts 


are, as a. rule, made of mud, which 
Is whitewhased on the outside; they 
are but one story high, and have tiled 
or tin roofs. Many have but on? room 
tn which the .'family eats, sleeps and 
receives company. The natives know 
or frame houses only as the foreigner 
builds them for his own use. 
The people arc a mixture of Spanish 


Indian and the negro. The chief in- 
dustries are stock-raising, coffee and 
banana plantations, and there Is much 
valuable timber. The people 
manu- 


facture much pottery for 
their 
own 


use. 
, 
Instead of having bread the people 


roll white corn between two stones 
and adding water ind Bait they makt 
the mixture Into flat cakes which they 
put on sheets of Iron, and brown be- 
fore a fire. Rice and black beans are 
favorite foods and there are 
oranges, 


pineapples, dates, bananas and 
other 


tropical fruits. Sugar cane Is laised 
and the natives produce a very lair 
quality of sugar. 
Trains go at the rate of ten miles 


an hour. There are four miles of elec- 
tric railroad in Sun Jose. 
Liquor is distilled from fruits and 


grain, and drunkenness prevails in the 
country districts, especially on Satur- 
day and Sunday. One native worker 
was so addicted to drink that he had 
been in jail CO times and most of his 
offences were from drunkenness. 
He 


was converted, has reformed and is 
doing good work among his country- 
men,

There are but three theatres in the 


world more magnificent than that at 
San Jose. It is built of Italian marble 
and has gold leaf trimmings.

to run somewhat along the same lines as 
tho proposition declined, and that It will 
favor file appointment of the committee 
of five, It said committee Is given pow-

mills during the past 15 years. 


Till labor Interests desire a commit- 


tee that bus powers to Investigate and 
not be confined to figures alone, which, 
it Is claimed, sometimes misrepresent 
actual conditions.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


TO FIX ONE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Tn accord- 


ance with the authority granted' by 
congress to nx standards or purity for 
food 
products, 
condiments, 
drugs, 


beverages, etc., the 
Department of 


Agriculture will shortly begin extensive 
experiments to determine the standards 
to be adopted ' for .whiskey. Sample 
bottles have been ordered from nearly 
100 warehouses throughout the country. 
lo be used In' determining the proper 
degree ot purity to be llxed for straight 
whiskeys and samples of the spirits 
Bold at hotels and saloons will be col- 
lected from various cities and towns 
for analysis of blended, rectified and 
manufactured whiskeys. 
While the work of analyzing the dif- 


ferent brands and grades will be done 
by the chemistry division of the 
de- 


partment, the 
actual fixing of the 


standards will fall on the Committee of 
Offlclal Chemists association, and as a 
great mass of testimony must first be 
taken, It will be many months before 
the standards of whiskey will be an- 
nounced. 
All persons Interested—distillers, rec- 


tifiers and consumers—are to heard on 
the question of standards, und from 
the views expressed and the result of 
the department's experiments the com- 
mittee will endeavor to reach an agree- 
ment as to what constitutes pure or 
compound whiskeys and what contains 
adulterants which are harmful. 
From the experiments already medc 


it has been found that a large per- 
centage nf the commercial whiskies are 
compounds, among the articles used in 
their manufacture being pure alcohol, 
neutral spirits, cologne spirits, 
violet 


spirits, caramel, aniline coloring mat- 
ter, essential 
oils, 
prune juice and 


cheap sherry. 
Chief Chemist Wiley, under 
whose 


direction the analyses are being eon- 
ducted, says he Is not making war on 
compound whiskeys generally, for he 
recognizes the fact that a whiskey of 
that character need not necessarily be 
harmful, nnd actually might be 
less 


deleterious to the system I nan straight 
whiskey. But he does insist that the 
same principle be applied to whiskeys 
as to food products, namely, that they 
bear a label stating their component 
parts when containing anything else 
than the pure whiskey alleged. 
Jn 
other words, he thinks the consumer 
should know just what 
he is pur- 


chasing, and the label on the bottle or 
cask should agree with Its contents, 
whether it be straight whiskey, rectified 
whiskey, or a 
compound made by 


alcohol, creosote, prune juice or nny 
foreign substance. 
The standardizing committee has al- 


ready been at work for two years, ami 
on a'ccount of 
the great amounts of 
data Involved and the necessity for 
consulting the multitudinous interests 
concerned, has been able to fix only a 
comparatively few standards, 
includ- 


ing meat and its products, milk, butter, 
cheese, spices and sugar. 
Another 


batch of articles will 
be announced 


soon, but whiskey will not be among 
them. More difficulty Is expected 
in 


reaching a conclusion on whiskey than 
any '.'thcr article, and it will probably 
be many months before the standards 
for whiskey are proclaimed.

It shows an Increase In 
the cost of living from 1887 to 1903 of 
15.37 per cent. 
The reports of this 


name bureau for the same years show 
an increase of average earnings 
froir 


J421.C9 in 1897 to »4C0.73 In 1902. Or of 
9.4 per cunt. The reports of this bu- 
renu indicate that the cost ot living 
increased more than 00 per cent, more 
than did average wage* from 1897 to 
1902. 
But, as we shall see later, there 


Is good reuson for believing that tho 
cost of living Increased even more than 
Is indicated by this report. 
Several reports on wholesale prices 


havo been issued by the United States 
Bureau of Labor. The last one shows 
that average wholesale prices were 21 
p«r cent, higher in 1903 than In 1897 
The absurd methods employed In ob- 
taining these averages render these sta- 
tistics ot but little value. The prices 
of such unimportant articles as nut- 
megs, alum, putt;-, wood screws, trow' 
els and doorknobs affect the averagei 
as much as do the prices o[ cotton 
wheat and cattle.

Gov. Bates has challenged the state- 


ment of Mr. Douglas in regard to wages 
and the cost of living. He said In his 
speech of Nov. 3: 
"The democratic candidate for gov- 


ernor admits that there has been an in- 
crease in wages paid, but says 'that, 
nevertheless, prices ot the necessaries 
of life has have so far arisen, none 
more than wages have risen, and that 
the result is that the laborer is worse 
oft than when his pay was less.' 
He 


gives no authority for his figures." 
The governor then proceeds to quote 


the figures of the United States bureau 
of labor, which show that wages have 
risen slightly more than have prices, 
during the last few years. He "com- 
mends these tables to Mr. Douglas for 
his examination." 
If the governor had read all or sev- 


eral of the speeches of Mr. Douglas, he 
would hardly have said that "he gives 
no authority for his figures." Thus, In 
his Salem speech, he quoted figures 
from the Statistics ot Manufactures ot 
Massachusetts, and from Dun's table 
of prices. Surely the governor will not 
deny that these are the highest authori- 
ties.Taking the figures of the yearly earn- 
ings of those employed In the boot and 
shoe industry of Massachusetts, 
Mr. 


Douglas found that averngn wages in- 
creased 9.3 per cent, from 1897 to 1903. 
Taking the figures of Dun on the cost 


r living, Mr. Douglas showed that the 


cost of living was 35.1 per cent, higher 
on Oct. 1, this yenr. thnn on July 1, 
1S07, just before the Dingley tariff hill 
bcc.ime law. Had Mr. llnilglns waited 
n day longer for the figures of Nov. I 
he could have shown that the cost of. 
living was 37.2 per cent, higher than 
on July 1. 1897. for the cost of living Is 
now rising rapidly again. From these 
statistics Mr. poiiKl.'is drew the mathe- 
matical conclusion that "tho dollar of 
wilKCS of thf boot nnd shoe workers of 
MnmnrhusPttH would purchase only 77 
rente worth of the necessaries of life 
in 1904, as compnred with 1897, ana 
that. Ihlt moans that "actual 
wages 


declined 23 per cent, from 1897 to 1903.

Mrs. Hart came orig- 
inally from Virginia, Mrs. Kins from 
Iowa. Mrs. Hart went to Alaska first 
as newspaper correspondent, explorer 
and prospector. 


The United States government appro- 


priated J66,000 toward an Alaskan ex- 
hibit at the St. Louis fair. The gov- 
ernor of Alaska territory, John G. Bra- 
dy, Immediately appointed Mrs. Hart 
to collect and arrange material for the 
exhibit. Mrs. Hart is the superintend- 
ent of the Alaskan display, from Its In- 
dian basket work and public school ex- 
hibit to its precious ore and mineral 
specimens. 


The lady no sooner received her com- 


mission than she appealed to the wo- 
men of the (treat territory to aid In pre- 
paring a collection that would do Jus- 
tice to Alaska.

Tho totem pole Is at once, a monu- 


ment ami a record of mythology nnd 
family history. Originally then, were 
four groat tribes or elans of native 
Alnskans. Each clnn hid for Its sym- 
bol certain nnlmali, birds and fishes, as 


the whale, the eagle, the grizzly bear, 
the frog and the raven. Each native 
was entitled to use as his or her family 
crest the Image of the creatures by 
which the tribe was designated. As If 
it were a prophecy, too, of the impor- 
tant part women were to play in the 
future development of Alaska, all in- 
heritances and relationships took-their 
rise In the female line among the na- 
tives there; If a man of the eagle clan 
married a woman of the frog clan he 
was obliged to become a frog, and all 
his children were frogs. 
' The images of the a.nlmals that now 
form the crests and are engraved on 
the totem poles are regarded as only 
the symbols of powerful, 
protecting 


gods that guard each tribe and are 
said to have been anciently visible to 
the ancestors of the present natives. 
The totem pole itself was erected as a 
monument to a prominent Eskimo 
when he died. 
It was carved and 


painted with figures showing the clan 
to which he belonged. Through south- 
western Alaska many of these remark- 
able columns still remain, though com- 
paratively few persona In the States 
have hud opportunity of seeing them. 


Inside the Alaskan building the ex- 


hibits show what women are doing in 


of anthracite coal, samplet of crude pe- 
troleum, specimens of rare gems and 
polished marble are contained in this 
unique Alaskan exhibit. A gilded pyr-< 
amid shows how from one Alaskan 
mine, th'e Treadwell, has been taken 
three times as much (old as Alaska 
cost us.
